FOR BiG JUBILEE: 
PIONEERS RETURN 


Sixty Entries Included in Big 
Parade — Free Entertain- 
ment Until Midnight 











With bannerg flying, bands play- 
ing, horses prancing and fun over- 
flowig, Alta Loma will celebrate 
its twety-fifth anniversary tomor- 
row at the long-awaited Silver 
Jubilee. Commemorating the 
changing of the name from Ali- 
mosa to Alta Loma, and the ex- 
tension of the Pacific Electric rail- 
road, the event will begin with a 
parade at 2 p.m, and conclude 
with dancing at midnight. Stores 
will be closed and visitors from 
many parts of the southland will 
participate, 

PARADE AT 2 P. M. 


Following the parade of 60 en- 
tries which starts at 2 o’clock, 
there will be continuous free enter- 
tainment. O. A. Smith, president 
of the Pacific Electric railway, will 
speak, Beginning at 3:30 p.m. the 
Tehuantepec players of Cucamon- 
ga will sing and dance. At 4 
o'clock games and races for chil- 
dren will be directed by Glenn M. 
Dellenbach. At the same time the 
Salvation Anmy band of Riverside 
will give a concert. 

At 5:30 p.m. boxing bouts will 
be staged by a group of CCC en- 
rollees. Picnic tables will be pro- 
vided for persons who wish to 
bring lunches and food may also 
be obtained at concessions. 

At 8 o'clock dancing will start 
with music furnished by Paul 
Maitral’s orchestra. A charge will 
be made for dancing in the fire 
hall, but dancing in the street will 
be free.

SRA PAY WILL BE 
45 CENTS AN HOUR 


City’s Direct Cost in Work 
Project Is Nine Cents, 
Official Explains 


If persons on the rolls of the 
State Relief Administration (SRA) 
ane given work on projects in Up- 
land, they will be paid at the rate 
of 45 cents an hour and not just 
nine cents an hour, it is explained 
today. 

The direct cost to the city woulda 
The state agency 
would pay 36 cents an hour to 
make up the total of 45 cents, 
which ig the prevailing wage rate 
paid by the city for common labor. 

William Fitzer, SRA director 
in tae county, recently appeared 
before the city council to explain 








Girect relief through the SRA are 
ablebodied and available for work 
at a direct cost to the city of nine 
cents an hour. 

Mr. Fitzer, however, has empha 
sized that the laborers will receive 
the prevailing wage rate of 45 
cents an hour. 

Many of the ablebodied men on 
the SRA rolls are aliens. A recent 
WPA ruling barred aliens from 





that agency. Destitute, these per- 
sons were transferred to the SRA. 
The SRA gives these men and 
their families enough money on 
which to live. If a work project can 
be sponsored, the men will be giv- 
jing something in return for their 
|relief checks, it is explained.

TO FILTER WATER | 
FOR MANY CITIES 


Metropolitan Water District 
To Construct Project 
Near LaVerne 





Designed to soften and filter 
Colorado river water, a $3,000,000 
plant is being built by the Metro- 
politan Water District between 
LaVerne and San Dimas. Bids for 
materials to be used in the proj- 
ect will be opened in Los Angeles 
June 22. 

At that time, contracts will be 
let for a large part of the 


|plant's mechanical equipment, in- 


cluding brine pressure filters, 
pumps, filter and zeolite softener 
equipment, valves and rate-of-flow 
controllers. The list includes a 
butterfly valve 10 feet in diameter, 


All water treated in the plant 
will be passed through sand filters 
to remove undissolved foreign 
matter, and all of the water will 
be partially softened by addition 
of lime, which will remove one of 
the several chemical salts found 


in Colorado river water. A por- 
tion of the water then’ will be 
passed through beds of “zeolite” 


and will be reduced to “zero hard- 
ness’? by removal of the other 
salts. Completely and partially 
softened water then will be mix- 


usable hardness.

This modern machine age has

One little disadvantage is the 
manner in which the city water 
bills are figured. The city has 
one of those labor-saving “bill- 
ing machines” that can produce 
water bills with a touch of keys. 

Formerly, Mrs. Olive Reed and 
her staff made out the bills with 
; pen and ink. The total charge 
was given and then the discount 
was added, The discount was of- 
fered if the bill was paid 
promptly. The actual account 
due was easily discernible. 

For mechanical reasons, how- 
ever, the discount item must be 
placed in the billing machine 
| first and it is recorded first on 
| the statement, then the total 
charge is listed. To determine 
the total net cost, the customer 

must subtract the discount from 
| the gross charge. 
| Of course, to those people who 
| @re expert in subtracting, this 

little detail means nothing. But 
| to the average individual it is a 
\ little job to subtract with the 

smaller figure on top of the 

larger figure.

More Customers for 
Garbage Service Aim 





More customers are wanted for 
the city’s garbage collecting ser- 
vice and as an inducement a spec- 
ial yearly rate will be offered, it 
was decided as last night’s coun- 
cil meeting. 

About 40 per cent of the resi- 
dents pay for the service now, it 
was reported. More “stops’’ can 
be added without increasing the 
cost too greatly, City Manager R. 
G. Manley reported. 

The rate is 50 cents a month. 
A 20 per cent discount is given if 
the monthly bill is paid by the 
fifteenth. Some “customers” pay 
yearly and to get more yearly cus- 
tomers a 35 per cent reduction 
may be made. This reduction 
would make the net cost about 
$4.90. A city employe will make 
a house-to-house solicitation seek- 
ing garbage collecting business.

COUNCIL AFRAID 
OF TAX INCREASE 


, Officials Aware That Any 
Boost Will Result 
In Protests 


While no intimation was given 
jof the 1939-4¢ tax rate, the city 
|council is aware that any increase 
| will result in many protests. 

The councilmen last night dis- 
cussed the possibility of not mak- 
jing any charge for garbage col- 
preekion in the city and “adding the 
cost to the budget”. Such a 
change would result in an increase 
of “four or five cents” in the tax 
| rate, it was reported. The offic- 
jials immediately decided to con- 
jtinue charging for the garbage 
}collection service as it is used. 
| Concerning the city's financial 
|affairs, it was reported that the 
|sum of $7,973.26 remains in the 
1938-39 budget. The fiscal year 
ends June 30. The budget total 
was $83,186.63. 
count is divided into 13 classifica- 
tions. By the end of the fiscal 
|} year it is likely that most of the 
classifications will be overdrawn. 
The highway department, how- 
ever, has a surplus of $7,058.96. 
Resurfacing of East Ninth street 
jhad been contemplated when the 
budget was compiled but this work 
has not been done and the funds 
}remain available for the improve-

I have read with interest your 
inews item in regard to the possi- 
bility of the State Relief Admin- 
istration providing relief workers 
for the City of Upland. I am 
afraid, however, that I did not 
make myself entireiy clear in pre- 
senting the plan as your article 
indicates that relief clients would 
be required to work for the sum 
of nine cents per hour. Actually 
they would, of course, be paid 45 
cents per hour, nine cents of which 
would be charged against the City 
of Upland. 

Several of our clients have no 
doubt misinterpreted your report, 
as they have come to us to make 
inquiry as to whether or not they 
would actually be required to work 
for nine cents per hour, It also 
appears possible that others have 
likewise interpreted and we do not’ 
believe it advisable that such an 
opinion be circulated as it might 
tend to result in a general lower- 
ing of wage standards throughout 
the community. 

We are most anxious to secure 
as many work projects as possible 
to the end that all relief clients 
may earn their budgets. A direct 
relief program has proven to be 
quite demoralizing. Anything 
that you might be able to do to 
in some measure assist us would 
be appreciated. In the little work 
we have done so far in promoting 
work projects, we find that com- 
munities in general are much in 
accord with our plan,

We found cockney ‘accent on 
every hand, with h’s dropping like 
hail in a storm, until it was near- 
ly impossible to understand the 
language. And there was that 
inevitable cockney gait or walk— 
a kind of jerking swagger. 

Some folks say that the cock- 
neys walk that way to exhibit 
their natural belligerence—a sort 
of bare-knuckled prize-fight swag- 
ger. As to the truth of that I do 
not know. Nor, probably, did 
Arthur Rowe know, when he wrote 
the play “Me and My Girl’. But 
the play concerned cockneys, and 
he made their queer type of walk 
an integral part of the plot. 

LANGUAGE DIFFICULT 

The true falsetto-voiced cockney 
Londoner is well-nigh impossible 
for an American to understand be- 
cause of his vile accent and his 
criminal slurring of words. But 
the King’s English, ever from the 
lips of a Mayfairite, is not always 
easy to get. The language dif- 
fers much from “American”,
